L a n s in g , Mich., March 27.—During 
the latter years of the civil w ar Mich­ 
igan offered liberal state bounties to 
enlisted men, aud in all nearly 82,000,000 
was expended for this purpose. But the 
men who volunteered early in the 
w ar received nothing, and an effort is 
now’ being made to equalize the m atter 
and pay all veterans alike. In response 
to a legi si at ive resolution the attorney 
general gave an opinion to tho effect 
th a t the legislature has the constitu 
tional right to authorize the paym ent 
of bounties to soldiers of the late w ar 
th a t was not authorized at the time of 
enlistm ent during the war. Ile believes, 
however, the legislature has no author­ 
ity to authorize a loan by the state, 
or the 
issuing 
of 
bonds for tho 
paym ent of said 
bounties, 
but he 
holds the state already has authority 
to issue bonds to the extent of 8094,000 
under w ar tim e acts; th a t it also has 
the right to use the half million due 
the state from the governm ent on ac­ 
count of tho direct tax apportionm ent 
in the paym ent of any bounties the leg­ 
islature may authorize. In o th e rW’ords, 
there is 81,194,000 available forpaym ent 
of bounties which can be authorized by 
this legislature.

“ You arc m y prisoner, Catkins.” 
Then he looked up with a smile, boing 
really amused for the moment, and said 
“ You are mistaken in tho person, my 
good fellow.

However, Playfair apolo­ 
gized—for he had pocketed a very liberal 
tee—and smoothed his client down by 
promising to exert himself and do the 
very best he could. 
To do him justice, 
he really intended to do the best he could 
—for himself. 
Ile had no hope of clear­ 
ing his client, but at least he could get 
considerable money out of him. 
It so 
happened that he wanted to go to New 
York on some business of his own, aud 
he suggested—partly to try his client’s 
sincerity, but also with an eye to person­ 
al thrift—that if his expenses were paid 
he would go himself and bring back one 
or two witnesses who would testify to 
Fanning’s identity. 
The philosophical reader will perceive 
two simple but invaluable morals in 
what followed. 
First, that when jus­ 
tice is dependent upon legal processes 
it will not do to neglect one point of 
proof, no m atter how insignificant it 
may 6eem or how overwhelming other 
evidence may be. 
The second is that 
circumstantial evidence is not worth the 
trouble of remembering, if it can, on any 
hypothesis whatever, be interpreted in 
more than one way. 
Innocent men have 
been hanged on circumstantial evidence, 
because tile true explanation of the cir­ 
cumstances seemed far fetched and un­ 
reasonable. 
And how should this not be 
so when circumstances happened as they 
did to convict Fanning? 
Yes, he would send Playfair to New 
York certainly, and would pay his ex­ 
penses, and be indebted greatly to him 
for going. 
It happened that on starting 
on his travels he had closed his bank ac­ 
count, drawing out almost $4,000, and 
he had nearly tho whole amount with 
him when he was arrested, a fact which 
told against him afterward. 
Money was 
of little value to him in comparison with 
the establishment of his innocence, and 
he unhesitatingly counted out as much 
as Playfair asked for, seeing which the 
latter instantly reproached himself for 
the last time in his life for not asking 
for more. He contented himself, how­ 
ever, with tne thought that the case was 
still young, and asked for instructions as 
to how he should proceed when he 
reached New York. 
Fanning reflected for a few moments. 
Then he said: “Naturally I do not want 
the story of this thing to get about. 
It 
will be enough if you go to Dr. Sandring­ 
ham and to Mr. James Friend. The 
doctor knows me professionally and Mr. 
Friend has charge of some business in-1 
terests of mine. I will write letters to 
them and you can explain the case fully.” 
“ Would it not be well to take your 
photograph also?” suggested Playfair. 
“I never had a photograph taken,” 
said Fanning. 
“ We can have one taken easily enough,” 
said the other. 
“ W hat possible necessity is there for 
that?” asked Fanning. 
“ The letters will 
be enough.” 
The 
photograph, therefore, which 
might very probably have changed tho 
whole current of affairs afterward was 
not taken, and Playfair, after two or 
three more interviews with his client 
and after arranging with tho district at­ 
torney for a trial within a month’s time, 
started for New York. 
Fanning, left to himself in a most dis­ 
agreeable predicament, summoned all 
his philosophy to his aid, and succeeded 
fairly well in reconciling himself to the 
situation. 
He had always prided him­ 
self on his philosophy, and felt a thrill 
of gratified vanity in finding that it was 
serviceable stuff and not mere theory. 
“ I am in prison, it is true,” he reason­ 
ed, “but luckily it is for no fault of my 
own, therefore no disgrace really at­ 
taches to the fact, and the seeming dis­ 
grace will soon be wiped away. There 
is no one on earth who will suffer ary 
pain or suspense on my account, and for 
this once I can congratulate myself on 
the fact that I am entirely alone in the 
world. Meantime a month is taken out 
of my life. Or is it really so? I am 
having a disagreeable experience, but 
after all it is an experionce,and I can 
make it serve in tho development of 
character if I choose.” 
He did so choose, and spent the time 
studying and meditating. He was al­ 
lowed to use his own money, and lived 
well a t exorbitant prices, besides getting 
the use of what few books he wanted, 
for the jail servrnts were ready to do 
almost anything for him so long as he 
paid them. 
As the day of his trial drew near, 
however, he began to be very appre­ 
hensive. He had only heard once from 
his lawyer, having received a single 
letter from him, written on tho day of 
his arrival in New York, and of course 
containing no information beyond the 
announcement of arrival. 
Ile was se­ 
riously angry and even a little worried 
by this outrageous neglect, but when he 
sent a letter to Mr. Playfairs offico to 
make inquiries, that gentleman’s clerk 
called at the jail, and informed hun 
that he had just received a letter from 
his principal in which the latter said 
that everything was progressing favor­ 
ably, but that he had been detained 
longer than he expected to be. Ho would 
certainly return, however, in time for 
Dr. Fanning’s trial. It was very un­ 
satisfactory, but Fanning did not see 
what he could do, situated as he was, 
•xcepting to trust to his counsel, espe­ 
cially as everybody of whom he inquired 
assured him that Mr. Playfair was Tie 
leading lawyer of the place (which was 
not true), and that he had never proven 
lerelict in the performance of his pro­ 
fessional duties, which was true enough 
In a sense. 
To do Mr. Playfair entire justice it 
must be said that ho had a conscience, 
though it was subject to legal rules of 
practice and to the decisions of the courts. 
He therefore easily persuaded himself 
that ho was doing his full duty by Fan­ 
ning. And this he did the more easily 
because he felt convinced that his client 
was really John Corkins. 
On reaching New York he went first 
to Mr. James Friend, finding him to be 
a reserved, dignified looking man of 
middle age, who carried on (according 
to the sign on the door of his Wall street 
office) the business of a “ banker and 
broker.”

On a $400 li­ 
cense, therefore, the city retains $350, 
while on a $200 licence it receives but 
$150. 
The consequence is that Mayor 
St. John’s very just ruling brought ioio 
the city treasury $8,600 more toward pay­ 
ing the city expenses than would other­ 
wise have been received. 
And a change 
bank to the old system would leave just 
$8,600 more to be paid by tax payers, 
while the saloons would have the same 
privileges as at present.
